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Discovery of Remedy for Atomic Wastes 


In view of all the controversy relating 
to dangers from “fall outs” and radioac­ 
tive 
wastes, 
satisfaction 
i s 
express­ 
ed that scientists have now' come out with 
a discovery of a method for* converti n g 
these deadly wastes into useful materials 
that can benefit medicine, industry a n d 
research. 
The problem of how to make use of such 
products and how to prevent danger to the 
public has given scientists much to think 
about. 
For a long time all over the country 
there have been warnings of possible dis­ 
aster in further pursuit of achievements 
of the nuclear age. 
Lack of confidence on the part of the 
public in what science could do to harness 
the tremendous atomic power being de­ 
veloped within the past decade, so as to 
make the wastes of such powder less dan­ 
gerous, has caused great arguments. 
The nuclear wastes have been known as 
the “black beasts” of atomic energy. 


There has been a great deal of fear about 
endangering living things through unlim­ 
ited expansion in this field. 
For example, some of the greatest op­ 
position to the building of a large atomic 
plant near Detroit came from automobile 
workers in the densely populated a r e a . 
They felt that the atomic project might 
endanger the community through its ra­ 
dioactive wastes. 
Now the Atomic Energy Commission 
feels that the big obstacle has b$en large­ 
ly overcome. The development may turn 
out to be the greatest boon to peaceful use 
of atomic energy. 
It is a significant milestone, one for 
which the people of this country can be 
thankful. Here is another example of how 
science eventually comes up with the right 
answer and paves the way for more prog­ 
ress, even when the clouds of fear and un­ 
certainty seem darkest. 
Now the future for atomic energy h a s 
been greatly helped.

'Naked God'--lmportant Document By George Sokolsky 


Howard Fast has had a long 
career as a member of the Com­ 
munist party and as a writer. 
The two careers were intertwin­

He has now left the Commu­ 
nist party in anger, in bitterness.

You can stain pine to a rather 
good imitation of maple, but an 
enamel finish is usually preferred. 


IF YOU’VE admired the smart 
blonde furniture which is so pop­ 
ular, you can get the same effect 
with an unfinished piece, provided 
the wood is even in color.

Dead Sea Scrolls Labeled 


Incomplete, but Valuable

More than a decade has passed 
ainee a Bedouin shepherd stum­ 
bled over the first cave hiding 
place of the Dead Sea Scrolls, the 
find of the century 
in Biblical 
archaeology. 
Scholarship and technology have 
had time to examine many of the 
2,000 year-old leather and copper 
documents and attem pt a tentative 
answer to the absorbing question: 
Do the scrolls shed any new 
hght on Christianity? 
Yes, says Frank Moore Cross 
Jr., archaeologist and Old Testa­ 
ment scholar and author of the 
latest book on the scrolls, "The 
Ancient Library of Qum ran.” 
But It’s a qualified yes. Cross 
ta the first to adm it his book is 
incomplete. 
The scrolls, most scholars agree 
were not the work of early Chris­ 
tians but of a Jewish sect called 
Essenes which inhabited the Qum- 
ran community shortly before and 


shortly after the birth of Christ. 
The Essenes were an apocalyp­ 
tic sect—believers in the immi­ 
nent triumph of righteousness on 
the ashes of the current evil world 
—and therein, says Cross, lies the 
importance of the scrolls. 
The primitive Christian church 
was apocalyptic too. 
“ We would do well, therefore,” 
writes Cross, “ if we are to under* 
stand (the) motives in her struc­ 
ture and thought, to discover the 
faith and forms of the apocalyptic 
communities 
w h i c h 
preceded 
Christianity.” 
As a result of the scrolls, the 
life and times of a community 
similar 
to 
the 
early 
Christian 
church “ can now be investigated 
seriously for the first tim e.” 
Cross notes a common theologi­ 
cal language and concept of dual­ 
ism (light vs. darkness, truth vs. 
error) running through the scrolls 
and the New Testament, particu­ 
larly the Gospel of John. 
The major difference, of course,
